The time is ripe, in the governor* 
opinion, for the state to step in anc 
end ' flagrant abuses, shifty schemes 
and clever combinations to catch the 
unwary and to mislead the public.” To 
effect this the governor recommends 
the enactm ent of a group of laws, at 
least one o r w hich shall provide im­ 
prisonment as a penalty for its viola­ 
tion.

$500,000 TO PEOPLE 


Author cf Bill Quotes Statistics 


For Two Weeks. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—Not only has 
the parcel post saved the people of 
the Knifed States in the first fifteen 
clays of it* existence more than $5u0,- 
OLO, according to Senate)*' Bourne, au- 
taor ot the law, but it has not proved 
u hardship to the overworked letter 
carrier. 
Senator Bourne announced that re­ 
ports I rom forty five leading cities of 
the country, which produce almost half 
of the postal 
revenue, showed 
that 
during the twelve working days be­ 
tween Jan. I and 15 a total of 5,094,027 
outgoing parcels were dispatched at a 
cost of $395,286, or about 7 7 cents a 
pal eel. 
“ Under the postage rates previously 
in force, one cent per ounc e," said the 
senator, "th** postage would have been 
an average of 18‘2 cents per parcel, or 
a to’al of $942,394 99, thus showing a 
rav in 4 to shippers of $547,508.12 on 
twelve days' business. It should also 
fie remembered that the usual mini­ 
mum < barge of express companies is 
25 cent* pe r pat el, whereas tile ave r­ 
age (Marge on the parcel post pack 
age- v*:.s only 7.7 c ents. ’

m ittee appointed by the Balkan pleni­ 
potentiaries dratted a nota notifying 
the Turkish d elegates that they pro­ 
pose to break off the peace negotia­ 
tions.

delegations,

meeting. Instead the delegate* gave a 
luncheon in celebration ut the Ha at 
day ut Haha, the patron of the Ortho­ 
dox church. 
T!o* note reminds the Turks tha’ 
since Jan. 6 the sittings of the peace 
conference have been suspended with­

Turkey's answ er to Hie dem ands of the 
allies concerning Adrianople and the 
Aegean Islands will I— negative. 
On this am ount, unless the Turkish

break off the negotiations. 
The B e m a n ex-premier, M. Nova 
kovlfch, will 
tender a luncheon in 
honor of the other delegations, after 
which a nu*e?ing will be held to ex­ 
amine the note.
